Society women are asking each other 
the question. Mrs. Potter Palmer isthe only 
one apparently who can answer, and Mrs. 
Palmer has gone to her residence in southern 
Florida. 

When Mrs. Palmer returned to Chicago a 
few weeks ago she was reported to have said 
that she would go to Florida aimost imme- 
diately and would return to get in readiness 
for the charity bali. But Mrs. Palmer, tarry- 
ing longer than a few days at her residence 
on the Leake Shore drive, left without an- 
nouncing the charity bail date, plans, oF 
secrets, if such things exist. Mrs. Russell 
Tyeon, who for years has been one of Mrs. 
Palmer's hardest working assistants, has not 
returned from her trip to Hurope. 

In the meantime Mrs. Joseph G. Coleman, 
whose Streets of Paris a few years ago 
proved one of the most formidable of the 
charity ball rivals, hag taken the greater

given at the Art institute for the benefit of 
Passavant hospital. 


Exhibit Opens New Year’s Night.

CHICACO MAY LOSE 
SALOON ORDINANCE: 
UP IN COURT TODAY 


Minor Suit Attacking Harkin 
Measure Comes Before 
Supreme Tribunal. 


ANNUAL INGOME $7,132, 000 


Corporation Counsel Has Filed No 
Answer; Hurries to Spring- 
field to Contest It. 


FRAMED AS A CHECK TO CRIME 


City officials discovered yesterday that Chi- 
cago is in imminent danger of losing its sa- 
“loon ordinance—the Harkin ordinance—ynder 
which saloons are operated under a $1,000 a 
year license and ere limited in number to 
1 to every 500 of the city’s population. 

It was discovered that a case pending in 
the estate Supreme court and set for argu- 
ment today attacked the validity of the 
Harkin law, that extensive briefs have been 
filed by tile attorney of a saloonkeeper who 
sought to have the ordinance declared un- 
constitutional, and that no briefs had been 
filed or argument prepared defending the 
measure. ‘ 

Inasmuch as the éity receives under this 
ordinance ap income of $7,132,000 a year, the 
administration authorities were stirred to 
gudden action, and Corporation Counsel Sex- 
ton left last night for Springfield. He ex- 
Pects to appear todey before the court to ask 
leave to intervene as a friend of the court 
and defend the law’s validity. 


Minor Suit Starts Attack. 

Months ago a minor litigation between two 
contestants for a license was started in the 
Superior court of Cook county, The ques- 
tion invelved the ownership of a right toa 
renewal of the license. The Superior court 
declined to pass upon the law's validity, and 
the case went quietly to the Supreme court. 
_ 8 P. Douthart, as attorney forthe appl, 
lant in this minor litigation, prepared a brief 
attacking the law on three vita! pointa. No 
defense of the ordinance was made by the 
attorney for the other side of the case, 60 un- 
til the eorporation counsel discovered the 
situation the Supreme court had before tt 
and would hear nothing except an attack 
upon the ordinance. 

Attacks Law on Three Points. 
Attorney Douthart’s brief attacks the law 

on the following grounds: 

That it violates the constitution of Tili- 
nois In that it makes a monopoly of the 
saloon business; that the limitation of one 
saloon to 500 persons prohibits any in- 
crease in the number existing when the 
erdinance was passed in June, 1906, until 
the city reaches a population of 3,500,000. 

Thut the city has not jurisdiction to 
issue licenses for more than one year; that 
while these licenses actually are issued 
for but one year at a time, the right of 
renewal involved under the Harkin law 
is an equivalent to the issuance of a per- 
petual license. 

That under the Harkin ordinance a man 
can assign a license, but under the state 
law of Illinois no such right can be 


granted. 

Mr, Sexton hopes the Supreme: court wil! 
allow the city to become a party to the suit 
and will make a strenuous ceféise of the 
ordinance, which otherwise might have been 
knocked out by the high court fh default of 
defense. 

Crime Led to Ordinance. 

The Harkin ordinance was adopted at a 
time when the citizens were greatly wrought 
up over the prevalence of crime, and espe- 
cially over a series of brutal murders. It 
doubled the license to $1,000 and thereby in- 
creased the city’s annual income from S8a- 
loons more than $3,500,000. 

It has been frequently criticised on the 
ground that its imitation of the proportion- 
ate number of saloons gave a fictitious or ex- 
cessive value to the license held at the time it 
was adopted. In the five years and more that 
have passed since its passage there has been 
no increase in the number of saloons in Chi- 
cago, though the assignments in changes of 
ownership have been innumerable.

“It is a wonderful thing for women to 
have overcome the saloon interest, which 
controlled so large a vote !n the cities, especi- 
ally San Francisco. ‘vhis is the greatest 
victory for woman suffrage ever won in this 
country.” 


CHICAGOANS HIGHLY PLEASED. 

News of the woman suffrage victory was 
imparted late last night to Dr. Cornelia B. 
De Bey. Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCuNMoch, 
Dr. Anna Blount, Mrs. Ella 8. Stewart, and 
other Chicago suffragists. Some of them had 
gone to be& but not one resented being 
awakened. 

Mrs. McCulloch had just returned from a 
month ‘of campaigning in California. She 
had been sent there by the Illinois Suffrage 
association. 

“That's splendid!” she exclaimed. “0, 
that’s fine. I was beginning to give up hope 
until this evening, when I received a tele- 
gram from a friend in Pasadena saying we 
had won. I thought it was too good to be 
true. What was the majority? Well, that 
isn't much, but it’s enough, 

“They're fine men. the California men. 
When the first reports of defeat began to 
come in I was surprised because sentiment 
had seemed so favorable. We talked suf- 
frage in every town, talked it from auto- 
mobiles and from platforms, and everywhere 
we were met by enthustlastic crowds. Now, 
} see that their enthusiasm was real.” 


Hopefu] of Illinois Victory. 

Dr. De Bey saw in the victory a prophecy 
of future success in Illinois.

MISTAKE IN SIGNALS ALSO BLAMED 


A mistake in orders and a fog so thick 
that» the most powerful,rearch lights cut 
only a luminous glow in the encircling black- 
ness last night combined to produce one m 
the most spectacular “third rail" wrecks 
that has happened in Chicago !n years. 

Trdin No. 4 on.¢he Aurora, Elgin and Chi- 
cago line, coming up rapidly from the Cen- 
tral avenue station at Austin, ran almost at 
iull speed into the rear of a specia) train 
which had slowed own at Waller avenue 
and in the collision sixteen persons were in- 
jured and everybody elee on both trains 
was thrown into a panic. 

Before the two trains could be pulled apart 
the electric wiring on the first one had short- 
circuited and set the cars afire. These were 
burned to the trucks, with a-loss of approxi- 
mately $10,000.

It was 
7:45 when the accident happened and it was 
not until nearly forty-five minutes later, 
owing to the fog and the inaccessibility of 
the scene of the collision that help began to 
arrive. By that time the flames had burned 
themselves out. 

Althouwsh the fog played a large part in 
bringing @bout the collision, a mistake in tn- 
structions given to Motorman Edward Jen- 
sen at Desplaines, three milest west of where 
the trains crashed together, is believed to 
have been a contributory cause.

“ We want a waterway, and we must get 
together if we are to have it.”’ 

The applause which greeted this state- 
ment was evidence that the majority of the 
delegates were there because they hoped 
to do something toward the creation of a 
public sentiment for a channel. 

The impatience with which each attempt 
to turn the convention from its expressed 
purpose to the paths of factional politics was 
sreetqd Save further proof that the delegates 
Wanted @ canal and not a row.

Gen. Caneva has addressed a proclamation 
to the inhabitants, assuring them they have 
not been enslaved by Italy. -On the con- 
trary. he says, they Rave been liberated from 
tlie yoke under which they have been labor- 
ing for years. They will be ruled by their 
own chiefs under the patrorage of the king 
o- tat Religious and civil laws wWl be 
respected and taxes will be reduced or abol- 
ished. 

The proclamation concludes by announcing 
that Italy desires that Tripoli shall remain 
the land of Islam under the protection of 


Italy. 


Armistice Denied at Rome. 

ROME. Oct* 12—That an armistice has 
been arranged between Italy and Turkey, 
as reported from Berlin, Is strenuously de- 
nied by the Italian government. 

A dispatch from Tripoli to the Giormale 
D'Italla says the Turkish government, be- 
ing unable to communicate directly with 
Munhir Pasha, commander of the former 
Turkish garrison at Tripoli. has telegraphed 
to the Turkish consuls at Tunis and Mattao 
to instruct him to resist as long as possible.

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POLIGE FACE NEW EVIDENCE 


Civil Service Board Ready to Oust 
All Dishonest Officials. 


CONFESSIONS TALKED OF. 


Need for Reorganization ,of Depart- 
ment Shown. 


—_———————— 


Evidence sufficient to justify the dismissal 
of every dishonest poliee official in the vice 
districts of Chicago is said to be in the 
hands of the investigators for the city civi! 
service commission which is investigatng 
police protected vice. 

Some of this evidence is of such a nature 
that it could have been obtaimed only through 
confessions from policemen acquainted with 
the tribute levying methods or by the open- 
ing of private. desks of ecommancing offi- 
cers. While Attorney W. W. Wheelock, spe- 
¢Cial counsel for the commission, refuses to 
discuss the confession phase. It was learfied 
from other sources that “ confidential men ” 
of several commanding officers have been in 
long conferences with the board's lawyer. 


High Officers Must Answer. 

The vital period of the investigation will 
be at hand next week when the commiégsion 
will call In commanding officers to be qués- 
tioned as to their knowledge of vice condl- 
tions. Untruthful answers or attempts to 
sideatep facts of which the commission has 
absolute proof will only make additional evi- 
dence for discharge against such men as wiil 
be made the targets of charges later. 

It is likely the public “ sweating ’’ of the 
commanding officers in the hearings, which 
are to precede the filing of formal charges, 
will begin next Tuesday. 

Reports that the commanding officers—in- 
spectors, captains, and lieutenants—will try 
to resist appearing at the public hearing 
through defensive legal procedure could not 
be verified. , 

Study of the powers of the commission !z- 
dicates resistance would be useless, as the 
law gives the board specifié right to make 
investigations of the department at any 
time, and makes it incumbent upon any 
member of the force to respond to any order 
of the commission. Refusal to appear would 
be sufficient ground for charges of insub- 
ordination. The same is true of refusal to 
answer questions. 

Need of Reorganization Shown, 

“The hearings next week will open up the 
whole investigation,’’ a man in close touch 
with the commission’s work said last night. 
‘It will be shown there is an imperative 
necessity for the entire reorganization of the 
police department upon new lines. The ex- 
posures will indicate that if graft is to be 
éliminated, present day police methods must 
go.”"

After its wires had electrocuted a city fire+- 


| Man last night the Commonwealth Edison 

, Company dispatched a bellows resuscitator 
| to Alexian Brothers’ hospital in an effort 
| tO restore the victim to Hfe. 


For eighty minutes the restorative device— 


| called a “ pullmotor "—was affixed to the 
| nose and mouth of the freman. Then hope 
was abandoned. 


Jehn Flynn, member of engine company 
No. 55, ‘is the man electrocuted. He was in 
a burning barn in the rear of 2621 Lincoln 
avenue when electric light wires fell from 
the celling. The insulation had burned off. 
The wires coiled about Flynn's neck. Death 
Was not instantaneous, but occurred in an 
ambulance on the way to the hospital, 1200 
Belden avenue. Examining doctors at the 
hospital could find no evidence of life. There 
Was no heart beat. Tests showed death. 


Rush Resuscitator to Hospital. 

Meanwhile an employé of the Commen- 
wealth Edison company living near the fre 
had telephoned the head office of the come 
pany, 120 West Adams street. News of the 
electrocution was quickly sent to R. M, 
Kennedy, a load dispatcher. Kennedy at 
once ordered N. E. Buck, who understood the 
device, to hurry to the hospital with the 
bellows resuscitatar. 

In an automobile Buck sped to the hospital, 
arriving there a half hour after the electre- 
cution. The “pullmotor” was attached. 
Doctors at the hospital, Buck, and two other 
employés of the electric light company then 
awaited developments. 

The “pullmotor”’ is driven by oxygen 
pressure from tanks warranted to last forty 
minutes. «Two tanks were taken in the auto- 
mobile by Buck. In eighty minutes the at- 
tempts to recover Flynn's life were stopped 
by the exhaustion of the second tank. 

First Trial of Device. 

“TY am sorry the test failed,”” Kennedy said, 
“Tt was our first trial of the pull motor. The 
company recently installed one of the bellows 
with three tanks and designated one automo- 
bile to be kept in our garage day and night., 
ready to answer a call at any time. Any one 
of our seven load dispatchers understands 
the machine. «It is the intention to buy more 
pull motors. It is said they have saved many 
persons in this country from death by drown- 
ing, asphyixiation, and electric shocks.” 

Flynn was a widower, with two grown 
children, dnd resided at 153 West North ave- 
nue. He had been on the fire department 
thirty years and was stationed for fifteen 
years on the old fireboats Yosemite and 
Geyser. 

Frank Stanton, another fireman, was elso 
burned trying to rescue Flynn.

BY CARRIERS AND SHIPPERS. 


Secretary of Illinois Manufacturers’ 
Association Suggests Methods jof 
Solving Transportation Problems. 


Louisville, Ky., Oct. 12—At the convention 
of the American A’ssoctation of Commercial! 
Executives here today John M. Glenn of Chi- 
cago, secretary of the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
association, and a candidate for governor 
of that state, spoke ofYhe relations between 
shippers and carriers, and urged that closer 
cobperation would solve many of the present 
perplexing probleme. 

“IT think the time is not far distant when 
there shall be more codperation among ship- 
pers and carriers,” he said. “ When that time 
comes there will be less trouble.

BRYANSCORES HUGHESAS JUDGE 


‘Says New York Governor Was Placed on 
Supreme Bench in Interests 
of Trusts. 


Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 12.—[Special. }— 
“ Those who want to know why Gov. Hughes 
was appointed to the United States Supreme 
bench can find it in a speech made last week 
by George W. Perkins,”’ says W. J. Bryan in 
the coming issue of his Vommoner. 

“Mr. Perkins says Gov. Hughes was the 
man put forward in 1908 to represent ‘the 
Republican party's position on the trust 
question and that Gov. Hughes in his speech 
at Youngstown, O., construed the Repub- 
lican promise to amend the anti-trust law as 
follows: ‘In our progress we must avoid 
false steps. Ours must be the rule of rea- 
gon,” etc.’

They claim to have found 
the right medicine—the only path for the best 
government. . 

“ When I see one of those,’’ he said, “I 
clamp my hand on my pocketbook and walk 
away rapidly. They are men who want to 
get into politics. They are always asserting 
their honesty. But, great heavens! you all 
know a pumpkin when you see it.”’ 

He switched to the newspapers and went on. 

“In the main the newspapers are good. 
Of course you would not expect me to say all 
are good, but I never whine or complain. 
But when you see a headline which tells a lie 
over a dispatch which is not accurate you are 
privileged to make a comment. Illinois is now 
a wonderful commonwealth. The Chicago 
folks think they did it. The Chicago news- 
papers think they did it. They were a spoke 
in the wheel.

PRIMARY TO TELL STORY.

Voters Will Have Chance to Reg- 
ister Presidential Prefer- 
ences in April. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Portland, Ore., Oct. 12.—[Special.]}—What 
the state of Oregon thinks of President Taft 
and the record he has made in the three years 
of his administration will be registered at 
the polls next April. 

In one of the few presidential primaries 
that will be held in the country Oregon Re- 
publicans will indicate on their ballots 
whether they prefer Taft or La Follette, or 
goéme other leader, as a party candidate for 
the presidency, while the Democrats in like 
manner wil] designate a choicé from the field 
of their candidates. 

At the same time the people wil! elect the 
delegates to each national convention who 
will be pledged to vote as instructed by the 
primary. 55 

What the verdict delivered by the Repub- 
licans in the case of President Taft will be 
ig a matter of pure speculation, so far as 
present indications go. It would be hard to 
find a locality in which opinion of the presi- 
dent and his policies is more divided than 
in Porttand. 

In a painstaking canvass of scores of Re- 
publicans in all kinds of occupations THB 
TRIBUNE correspondent found about as many 
La Follette as Taft partisans. Then there 
was a large number who said they had not 
made up their minds whether to vote for 
Taft or La Follette. 


Democrats Temporarily in Power. 

Nominally Republican, the state has @ 
Democratic governor and one Democratic 
and one progressive Republican senator. 
One of its representatives in the lower house 
is a regular and the other a progressive Re- 
publican. The regular Republicans are rally- 


and are perfecting a strong organization 


But the progressives, under the leader- 
ship of Senator Bourne, constitute a for- 
midable army that is gathering to the 
standard of La Follette. The leaders of the 
Taft faction assert that Oregon will send.a 
solid delegation for the president to the 
national convention,. while the. other fac- 
tion is equally certain that the delegation 
will be solid for La Follette. 

On the other hand, the Democrats believe 
they have the best chance they ever had 
to carry the state in a presidential election. 
Woodrow Wilson seems to be the most popu- 
lar of the Democratic candidates in this part 
of the country. If he should be . pitted 
against Taft the indications are that he 
would get a large proportion of the progrese- 
ive Republican vote. 

At the same time there is evidence that In 
the remote event of the nomination of La 
Follette the standpatters would vote the 
Democratic ticket, whoever the nominee. 
The nomination of a candidate representing 
a compromise between Taft and La Follette 
seems to he the only possibility of aniting 
the Oregon factions in the Republi¢an party. 


Taft Well Received. 

The president was here for eight hours 
yesterday. The reception he was given ap- 
Pears to have been distinguished by an out- 
pouring of spontaneous enthusiasm which, 
according to the assurances of many Port- 
land.. people, compared favorably with that 
Paragon of popular demonstrations, the 
Roosevelt cheer. 

The hail in which Mr. Taft spoke was 
jammed to capacity and his auditors ap- 
parently were favorably impressed by his 
arguments. He pleased the Portland peo- 
ple by praising the balmy climate, thereby 
making it unanimous and sending Taft stock 
up tremendously, as well as rendering it 
necéssery for La -Follette to announce his 
stand on the matter. 

Portiand people may differ on politics and 
religion, but on the question of climate the» 
present a united front to the rest of the 
world. The president's enjoyment of the cll- 
mate was dwelt upon by many of those Tue 
TRIBUNE correspondent interviewed, their 
‘satisfaction being increased by the report 
hat the weather was cold and gloomy in 
Seattle the day Taft was entertained there. 


Merchant Praises President. 

“President Taft said some nice things 
about Portland, and of course that maGe us 
feel kindly toward him.’ said H. C. Work- 
man, secretary of Olds, Workman & King, 
owners of a big department store. ‘‘ But, 
aside from that, the business men are strong- 
ly for Taft here. He is a statesman, Roose- 
velt was a demagogue. Taft has eliminated 
the vicious qualities from the Roosevelt poli- 
cies and restored confidence. 

“People out this way want the tariff re- 
vised downward, but they don't blame Taft 
for the Payne bill. Aldrich and Payne had 
congress organized against Taft and he had 
to sign. There has been a good deal of La 
Follette talk around here, but it’s dying 
out. La Follette is another Roosevelt. 

“I'm a Bryan Republican,’ said D. W. 
Crandall, a life insurance agent. “ Taft its 
president in name only. Wall street is the 
real president. He certainly has lost a lot of 
popularity here in three years.” 

“I voted for Taft, but don’t know whether 
I will again or not,"’ said J. N. Bristol, a 
grocer. ‘‘ Roosevelt is my favorite. I lke 
La Follette and Woodrow Wilson, too.”

President Will Be There an Hour and 
a Half on Thursday, October 26. 


Salem. Ore., Oct. 12.—President Taft prom- 
ised the people of the Oregon capital today 
that the battleship Oregon will be the first 
vessel] to pass through the Panama canal if 
he has the power at the time to arrange it. 
Gov. West introduced Mr. Taft, welcoming 
him to ‘‘a state of popular law and popular 
government, a state where we have the re- 
call, but where the judges are so upright and 
so just that we do not need it and they do not 
fear it.’’ 

Mr. Taft said he hoped to be able to keep 
his promise about the battleship Oregon, 
that if he remained in authority he certainly 
would. es 

“And I hope the governor will help me 
keep it,”’ he added with a laugh. 

The president said the Panama canal would 
double the efficiency of the American navy, 
but he hoped the navy never would be used 
for any more serious purpose than the firing 
of salutes. 

Leaving here at 11 a. m., the president 
started on a twenty-four hour run down the 
coast to Sacramento, Cal., with only a few 
brief car-end speeches scheduled in between. 


New Plea for Arbitration. 

The apparent prosperity of the country 
through which he traveled led the president 
to make a new plea for the arbitration trea- 
ties. 

“ God has not given us all this prosperity 
and all these happy people—all these condi- 
tions in which life is so comfortable, in which 
we are making material progress never be- 
fore dreamed of,” said the president, “ unless 
he has intended to place a responsibility on 
us to use these resources for the improve- 
ment of the entire world, and we shall be 
lacking In our appreciation of our duty unless 
we take the place in advance of the column 
and say to the poor common people, and the 
plain people of all the world, and especially of 
Europe, where they are burdened down with 
armaments, ‘ We will lead you on and we will 
take every step possible to abolish that aw- 
ful curse of war.’ "’ 


Fond du Lac Incident Closed. 
The Fond du Lac incident was officially de- 
clared closed on board the Taft special when 
it stopped for several! hours here today on the 
way to Sacramento and San Francisco. 
Owing to a misunderstanding the mayor 
of Fond du Lac a few days ago withdrew the 
invitation for the president to visit that city. 
Originaly it was planned for the president 
to remain two and one-half hours in Fonddu 
Lac. It was necessary to cut the time to one 
hour and a half in order to give the president 
One hour and ten minutes at Appleton, Wis. 
Fond du Lac’s mayor got the impression 
that Oshkosh was to have the benefit of this 
extra time. Hence the withdrawal of the 
fhvitation. 
Since an explanation was made, Fond du 
Lac has renewed its invitation and the presi- 
dent will be there an hour and a half on 
Thursday, Oct. 26 


Praises Loyalty of Catholics. 
Portland, Ore., Oct. 12.—“ Instead of being 
& reason why you cannot be patriotic, leyal 
sons of the United States; willing to yield up 
your lives if occasion calls, the fact that you 
are mémbers of the Roman Catholic church 
in the United States is an assurance that you 
are such patriotic, loyal citizens,"’ said Pres- 
ident Taft in his address before the Knights 
of Columbus at the Columbus club here. 
“You live in a country where all religion 
and religious worship are free, and you live 
where the state supports no church, but the 
fact that the constitution does not recognize 
a state chtrch is far from being an indication 
that we do not favor churches in this country 
and do not feel that they are essential to the 
life and moral being of the country. 3 


State and Church Separate. 

“The church that has no state support is 
much better than the condition where the 
State exercises some control. It has been 
my good fortune to come closely into rela- 
tionship with some of the hierarchy of the 
Catholic church in the settlement of prob- 
lems in the Philippines and with the pope 
himself. 

** We have had in the Philippines to sepa- 
rate the Roman church and the state, and I 
am bound to say that this process of separa- 
tion presents a serious crisis, beeause the 
people of the Philippines had been used to 
state support of their church. It is not so 
easy to change a people like that from one 
condition to the other, but I am hopeful that 
the problem is being worked out, difficult as

Commissioners Get Numerous 
Queries About Public Pol- 
icy Propositions. 


JUDGES ON EQUAL BASIS. 


Names of Candidates to Appear 
Similarly; Progressive Repub- 
licans Plan Convention. 


With the fudictal election less than one 
month away, the election commissioners are 
receiving many inquiries from voters con- 
cerning the public policy propositions which 
are to be voted upon at the same time that 
the Superior and Circuit court judges are 
named. 

The two vond propositions for city bridges 
and for the west park system Will be self- 
explained upon the ballots, but the two Muni- 
cipal court act amendments will appear on 
the tickets only by the legal title of the 
amended laws, “ For (or against) consenting 
to the act entitled ‘An act in relation to a 
Municipal court. etc.’ ” 


Municipal Court Issue Explained. 

* The first of the two propositions, sections 
14 a and 16 b, provide for the installation of 
civil service in the Municipal court. They 
provide that every employé of the court with 
the exception of the elective officers. judges, 
clerk, and bailiff, shall come under the gen- 
eral city civil service act. The chief justice, 
the clerk, and the bailiff are nanted as heads 
of departments in the meaning of the city 
civil service act. . The second Municipal 
court act amendment to be voted upon gives 
the judges increased powers, in that a Mu- 
nicipal judge may issue a warrant, capias, 
or writ of attachment when not presiding in 
court by signing his name as judge. 


Candidates Get Equal Show, 

The election commissioners practically 
have agreed that the names of judicia] nom- 
inees on the party tickets shall not be in@ted 
so that the men chosen at the April primary 
will be separated from the candidates chosen 
in last month’s convention. 

Republican judicial candidates will meet 
this afternoon with their advisory committee 
at headquarters to perfect plans for the cam- 
paign. It is likely that the campaign will 
be formally: launched at a series of ward 
meetings on Monday night. The Democratic 
judicia] campaign will be opened tomorrow 
night with a meeting at the Globe theater. 


Plan Progressive Republican Meeting. 

Two hundred delegates are promised to be 
in attendance at the national conference of 
progressive Republicans which will be held 
next Monday and Tuesday at the La Salle 
hotel. There will be morning, afternoon, 
and evening sessions. Poular luncheons to 
which all progressives are invited will be 
held at the Grand Pacific hotel at 12:80 
o'clock on both days. 

Among the men of national prominence 
in the progressive movement who are ex- 
pected to be in attendance are United States 
Senators. Bourne, Bristow, Clapp, Borah, and 
Poindexter, Congressman Murdoch of Kan- 
sas, Gov. McGovern of Wisconsin, Walter 
L. Houser, chairman of the national or- 
ganization committee; Francis J. Heney, 
Medtil McCormick, Rudolph Spreckels, Gif- 
ford Pinchot, Amos Pinchot. and James R.

The national conference will close with a 
massmeeting Tuesday night in Orchestra 
hall.

Counsel for McLenman asked Judge Good- 
now to decide he point whether a man, after 
being convicted and after having paid the 
penalty fixed by the court, could again be ar- 
rested and feund gullty of the same charge.

FAMILY TANGLE BAFFLES LAW 
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ELECTRIC TRUST 
ORDERED TO QUIT 
U. S. Cirenit Court at Toledo, 


0., Delivers Death Blow 
to Lamp Monopoly. 


WILL YIELD TO DECISION. 


Decides Further Battle Hopeless; 
Other Like Concerns to 
Be Smashed. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—By the eweep- 
ing decree entered in the United States Cir- 
cult court at Toledo today the backbone of 
the go-called electrical trust was broken, 
and in the judgment of Attorney General 
Wickersham the govvernment was equipped 
with precedents of genuine value in its pros- 
ecutions of commercial combinations for- 
bid@en by the Sherman law. 

Meeting the government's charges that the 
trust controlled the electric lamp business of 
the coyntry, regulating by agreement the 
prices at which ‘all lamps were eold, the 
decree severs a)! relationship between the 
General Electric company and the National 
Electric Lamp compan;y. The latter concern 
and all its subsidiaries are ordered diseolved. 

The oontracta and combinations entered 
into by the defendants, the attorney general 
pointed out today, are declared unlawful and 
the companies are enjoincd from entering 
into any agreements to control the pricee of 
incandescent lamps. The important principle 
was laid down, according to the attorney 
general, that once a lamp is sold by @ manu- 
facturer the price at which it is resold by @ 
dealer or jobber must be open to free com- 
petition. 


Idea of Contest Abandoned. 

The decree was acquiesced in by the defend- 
ant companies, and this giyes the government 
the moral certainty that there will be no ap- 
peal. After the Supreme court’s decision in 
the Standard O!] and tobacco cases, Mr. 
Wickersham said, the electrical companies 
expressed a willingness to withdraw their 
original answers to the government's petition 
against them and submit to a decree. 

Similar decrees against other combinations 
the government fs prosecuting are likely to 
follow shortly with the acquiescence of the 
defendant concerns. A decree in the South- 
ern Wholesale Grovers’ association case 
against which the government some time ago 
entered suit is now ready for filing, the at- 
torney general announced, and the case will 
be disposed of as soon as a judge in Alabama 
can be secured to enter the decree. 


Electric Lamp Trade Tied Up. 

Speaking of the electrical combination, Mr. 
Wickersham said it appeared to control prac- 
tically 97 per cent of the electric lamp busi- 
ness. 

“The investigation out of which the suit 
grew," the attorney general continued, * dis- 
closed eleven other patent pools of a similar 
nature by which the prices of various elec- 
trical devices and supplies were fixed and to 
which some of there defendants were parties. 
But since the institution of this sult al) these 
pools havé been voluntarily dissolved. 

“ The investigation also disclosed a general 
trade and patent agreement between the 
General Biéctric company and the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing company, 
the two largest electrical concerns in the 
country, covering substantially their whole 
business, but this agreement since the insti- 
tution of the government's suit has expired 
by Imitation and has not been and, it ts be- 
Heved, will not be renewed.”

SENDS 8 KIDNAPERS 10 PRISON 


Judge Honore Gives Two Nico- 
losi Brothers Life Sentences. 


7 YEARS FOR YOUNG MOTHER 


Conviction of Marino Blackmailers Ex- 
pected to Impress ‘Black Hand.” 


Two kidnapers of Angelo Marino were sen- 
tenced yesterday to life imprisonment, and e 
third—a woman with a 2 months old baby— 
to geven years in the penitentiary. The con- 
viction of the three, in the opinion of the 
police, is the hardest blow ever struck to the 
half organized * Black Hand "’ bands of the 
Gauk court district. 

Angelo, who is 5 years old, was kidnaped 
on Aug. 5 from the residence of his father 
at 852 Gault court. A $5,000 ransom was 
demanded. Marino, acting secretly with the 
police, paid $500 in marked bills to a relative, 
Mrs. Cologera Nicolosi. It wags the second 
time the family had blackmailed him. The 
other threats, made in 19090, he had stopped 
by the payment of $50. 


Boy Released by Nicolosis, 

Follewing the payment of the $500 ransom 
to Mre. Nicolosi, the kidnaped boy was re- 
leased by her husband, Carmello, and his 
brother, Giuseppe Nicolosi. Three daysafter 
the boy’s disappearance detectives picked him 
up at Oak Street and Gault court, where he 
had been turned loose. The arrest of the 
Nicolosis followed. ' 

Since the beginning of the trial last week 
Judge Honoré’s courtroom has been packed 
every day with Italians. The case was turned 
over to the jury at 6 o'clock on Wednesday. 
In the morning after the verdict had been 
brought in Judge Honoré, fearing violence, 
ordered the jury to be taken down by a back 
way. There was no disturbance. 


Escape Sentence of Death. 
he jury serNenced both Giuseppe and Car- 
mello to life imprisonment. Under the IIii- 
nois law they could have been given a death 
sentence. A plea of sympathy had been made 
for Mrs. Nicolosi, who during the trial held 
a2 months’ old baby constantly in her armas. 

The plea was disregarded by the jury. 

Mrs. Biagia Cutrona, mother of Mrs. Nico- 
losi, was acquitted. Leocluca Magalusa and 
Cologera Constandino, who are said to have 
hidden the boy during the three daya he was 
held’ for ransom, are under indictment, but 
60 far have managed to escape arrest.

World Message to Methodists. 


BY THE REV. DR. W. B. NORTON, 
Toronto, Ont., Oct, 12.—[Special.]—Two de- 
-Iiverances affecting all branches of the Meth- 
odist church throughout the world were made 
today at the Methodist ecumenical conference. 
One was the creation of an international com- 
mission of 100 members whose purpose will 
be to perpetuate the work of the present con- 
ference, to keep in correspondence with the 
various branches of the church, and to pre- 
pare for the next one ten years hence, 

‘f The other deliverance was a message to 

| Methodists which is to be read simultaneously 
‘Hin 100,000 pulpite throughout the world on 
‘f some Sunday yet to be designated by the 
executive committee of the conference, 

“We need this bond of union,” said Sir 
Robert Perks of London, who introduced the 
resolutions which created the commission, “in 
order to bring the immense power of the Meth- 
odist church throughout the world to bear on 
public opinion. If thts could have been com- 
manded in the past we might have relieved 
/ some of our people in Russia, Spain, and South 
‘~ America from embarrassment and even from 
persecution.” ° 

Bishop J. W. Hamilton of Boston, Mass., who 
seconded the motion, said: 

“Tt is the Christian church that governs 
politics. Public opinion rightly directed can 
make and unmake senates.” 

' Dr. J. M. Buckley of New York was the only 
delegate who spoke in opposition. Only four 
voted in the negative. 

The message which is to be read In all the 
churches was delivered by the Rev. Dr. J, 
Scott Lidgett editor of the Methodist Times, 
London, 

“ Methodism.” Dr. Lidgett said. “was a re- 
| turn to primitive Christianity. We refuse .to 
accept the statement that Methodism is sec- 
| tarian or is antagonistic to the body of Christ. 
We must yet destroy the saloon, protect the 
Sacredness Of marriage, and seek to promote 
| universal arbitration among nations.” 

He commends President Taft's treaty pro- 

posal as the beginning of a league of peace. 

3 Family religion, including work in the Sun- 
oday school, was considered at the afternoon 
“and evening sessions. 

“The family altar is not broken down in 


King George. I know what it ie to live amid 
the rush of catching trains, the call of the 
telephone, and the handling of telegrams, but 
I do not allow these things to prevent family 
devotions.

“Baked Indian.” 


OLLIN LYNDE HART says in an article 

called ‘“‘Funny Boston,” published in 

one of the magazines last spring: “A 

westerner shudders at such brutality 

when he first hears a Boston waitress 
announce ‘Baked Indian.’” This statement, 
accépted for what there might be of serious- 
ness in it, would seem to indicate that the 
Indian pudding is not so fully an American 
institution as the New Englanders think it, 
nor as the English regard it. 

The Indian pudding deserves to be known 
everywhere, for it is not only remarkably 
good tn quality Dut remarkably cheap in price, 
especially if it can be cooked in a fireless 
cooker. Much depends upon its being thor- 
oughly and evenly cooked. Some people pre- 
fer to steam instead of bake it, but there is 
a kind of sweetness in it quite inimitable 
when baked that it does not have when 
steamed, 

oe 

As to the constituents and their quantity, 
this !s decidedly a matter of taste with the 
maker. There are people who prefer to make 
it with white instead of yellow cornmeal, but 
they are not persons who have any feeling for 
the tndigenous quality of this dessert. The 
amount of sugar wuéed depends upon the taste, 
as do the spices. To primitive tastes almost 
surely it ie better without any spice. A bit 
too much makes the pudding bitter. 

Three tablespoons of cornmeal to a quart of 
bolled milk makes a pudding of a very 
agreeable consistency. It may be made with 
even less meal than this, and by substituting a 
tablespoonful of flour f6r one of the table- 
spoons of meal. Some cooks scald the mea! in 
the milk and let it cool before they add sweet- 
ening and butter and perhaps a few raisins. It 
is made heavier and richer by adding such. Eggs 
are not really necessary. 

A good Indian pudding is very good cold 
as well as hot, and it is good with several kinds 
of sauce, taste deciding here, as in the case of 
the constituents and their quantity.

If a committee of the Bar 
association were to do likewise, laymen 
would read the reasons and, to a consider- 
able degree, be governed by them. 

A lawyer will say privately of a judge or 
of a candidate for a judgeship that he is an 
unfit man because of this, that, and the 
other thing. He does not dare to say so 
publicly. As Dean Wigmore says, he fears 
it will harm him. Would it? Not long 
after the Chicago fire two young lawyers— 
J.J. Knickerbocket and John 8. Cooper— 
preferred charges against Judge Blodgett. 
Members of the judiciary committee of the 
house of representatives came here, investi- 
gated the charges, and reported that there 
was not enough to them to warrant im-/ 
peachment proceedings. The professional 
careers of those young lawyers were not 
blasted. 

We need greatly today a little of the 
courage they then displayed. It is the 
moral duty of every leading lawyer to say, 
“in the scorn of consequence,’ just why 
A. B. on C. D. should not be put on or kept 
on the bench. It is even more the duty of 
a lawyers’ association to do this. In no 
other way could it better serve the state.

It 
designated executive officers and United 
States senators. The adoption by a de- 
cisive vote of the initiative and referen- 
dum and a recall provision~8e broad as 
to take in the jndiciary shows the deter- 
mination of the people to govern them- 
selves. 

The legislature which submitted the 
amendments voted on Tuesday was not 
under railroad control or it would not 
have submitted the amendments it did. 
So it is possible to elect a legislature 
which is representative of the’ peopie., 
But the voters were not sure that they 
could do that always. Hence they have 
armed themselves with the initiative, ref- 
erendum, and recall so that they might 
always have a hold on faithless publ‘e 
servants, 

The initiative amendment requires the 
legislature to submit to the voters with- 
out amendment any law for which 5 per 
cent of the voters may petition. But 
the legislature may at the same time 
enact a law of its own on the same sup- 
ject, and the two may go together to tha 
people. If the legislative bill be the bet- 
ter one the voters probably would give it 
the preference. Laws enacted by the peo- 
ple under the initiative cannot be’ re- 
pealed or amended by the legislature. 
The people alone can undo their own 
work. 

These new features which the Califer 
nians have engrafted on their organic 
law may not work so smoothly as their 
supporters fancy. There may be crude and 
misch-evous legislation morethan once. But 
no more laws drafted bf the Southern Pa 
cific to promote its interests at the expense 
of the people will be put on the statute 
books.

THE CHILD AND THE STATE. 
We heve recently advocated the creation 
(of a national child welfare bureau as an 
| Integral part of governmental functions. 
in the movement towards the conservation 
of all,uatural resources, human health and 
national vitality stand foremost. From the 
nurseries the race is recruited. The effort 
to conserve and improve must begin with 
the child. Both for good and for evil, for 
proper growth and development, and for ab- 
normal tendencies is the early period of

The first task of such a bureau should be 
to work towards the creation and main- 
tenance of a proper home environment. 
This is a big problem, involving many im- 
portant economic considerations. We can- 
not and must not dodge it. The fruit will 
not be wholesome unless the roots are prop- 
erly nourished and the trunk well protected.

The homes of the people should be looked 


ing the most important national asset; the 
parents in charge are the best possible 
agents acting for the nation. The responsi- 
bility for the health and welfare of the child 
must be shared by both parents and nation. 
The home has always responded to the call 
of the nation and given unstintingly in lives 
and blood. 

Modern civilization creates a community 
of interest between man and man, between 
the individual and the state that can no 
longer be ignored and still preserve the best 
interests of the nation. The state is now 
called upon to assume its share, to take up 
for solution the problems involved in broad- 
er human relationships, to support the home 
in its efforts to rear a healthy race of men 
and women, a vigorous future citizenship to 
lead the nation forward to greater efficiency 
and higher levels of thought, action, and 
geveral happiness.

In speaking of child welfare, another duty 
properly falls upon the government—that of 
educating its agents in the homes, the par- 
erits, how best to conserve health and vital- 
ity. Here, too, we have progressed beyond 
the point of individual standards. Class 
standards of education and training there 
are, but the best of them pay little attention 
to the problems of health in any sense, much 
less to the problem of national health con- 
servation. 

A matter involving the health and future 
life prospects of every individual is the 
concern of the entire nation.

Tuberculins are 
being increasingly used both diagnostically and 
therapeutically. They are of greatest value when 
the cases in which they are used are carefully

A. B. C. writes: “Over a year ago my 
best friend was operated on for appendicitis, 
which developed into a pus case and which 
only recently has stopped tiowing, Right 
after she was operated on she began to cough, 
and her doctor said her bronchial tubes were 
affected. She recently went to another doc- 
tor, who told her she has two holes in her 
bronchial tubes. Doesn't it seem like tuber- 
culosis? Her husband died seven years ago 
from tuberculosis. 1 want to protect myseif 
if it is anything serious.”’ 

REPLY. 

After a prolonged, severe, and exhausting i1!- 
ness, such as you describe, tuberculosis would find 
one an easy prey, particularly if the person in 
question has at some time in the past been close:y 
associated with one who died of tuberculosis. 

In many instances the germ is lurking within 
us and pounces upon us when we suffer a serious 
breakdown, and we are unable to resist the on- 
slaught. 

The history and symptoms you describe and the 
statement of the physician would indicate the ex- 
istence of tuberculosis in your friend. You should 
certainly adopt the necessary measures to protect 
yourself,

BLOOD CLOT ON BRATN. 

G. F. A. writes: “ Last wintes my brother- 
in-law was. hit on the head with a piece of 
iron. He was not made unconscious, but was 
cut a little and stunned. His head and face 
were swollen badly for a few days. Some 
weeks later he was attacked with convulsions, 


sometimes four or five in succession. This. 


happened about every two or three weeks. 
One doctor treated him for Bright's disease 
and another for kidney trouble. Now we 
have a doctor who has found the trouble—a 
blood clot om the brain, caused by the blow. 
Can it be cured with medicine? Is an opera- 
tion mecessary and is the operation danger- 
ous?”

1. Kidney @isease and Bright's disease, though 
not exactly the same thing, may coexist witha 
blood clot on the brain. 

2. A blood clot on the brain cannot be cured by 


medicine.\ It may ‘in time be absorbed. 
S. The necessity for an operation to remove the 


blood clot depends upon the size of the same and. 


the symptoms to which it gives rise. The opera- 
tion for the removal] of the blood clot offers no 
greater risk than any other ordinary operation.

1. Irflammatory rheumatism is: prebably a, bac- 

terial disease. The waste products feund in the 
tissues during the disease are secondary !n charac- 
ter. It usually occurs tn those between 15 and 30. 
Heredity ts not a factor in its causation. Several 
joints are involved. Gout is di@inetly a perversion 
of nutrition. Heredity is a strong factor.’ It isa 
disease of advanced age. The pain is usually local- 
ized in the big toes. 
2. Diet does not play much of a part in the pro- 
duction of rheumatism. Gout {fs caused by 
dietetic disturbances, chiefly the defective oxida- 
tion of proteids. Alcohol and rich and highly sea- 
soned foods are important causes. Malnutrition 
and bad hygienic surroundings cause what is 
classed as ‘‘ poor man’s gout.’’

Zealand. She has been living for a consider- 
able time with her extremely evangelical 
mother, the widowed Countess of Seafteld, at 
the quiet Birmington rectory at Shipston-on- 
Stour, in Warwickshire, and has found life 
so unutterably dreary and conventional there 
after the freedom of her previous existence 
in New Zealand that slie, according to her 
own account, has gone on the stage with 
no other object than “ to have a good time.”

There are few more romantic stories than 
that of the earldom of Seafield, even in ‘ts 
most modern episodes, and, in certain of its 
phases, it may be said to extend from one 
end of the world to the other. It is generally 
understood that it furnished the inspiration 
for the story and play entitled “ Little Lord 
Fauntleroy.” 

The fifth Ear] of Seafield became Insane. 
The sixth earl, his brother, therefore, suc- 
ceeded to vast accumulations of rent, and, as 
long as. he lived, provided a home for his 
numerous sons. When he died, however, 
John Charles, his eldest surviving son, who 
succeeded as seventh earl, was asked to 
share the accumulations with his brothers. 
He refused, and thereupon they went to law. 

After the washing of a great deal of fam- 
ily Mnen in court, the contest was settled 
in .favor of the seventh earl, but left him so 
furious against his younger brother that, 
with the codéperation of his son, he managed 
to secure the disentaiiment of the property. 

In due course his son, Charles, succeeded 
as eighth earl, and, after spending a few 
years in the Life Guards, died, leaving the 
entire property—namely, the whole of the 
Ogilvie and Grant estates,. yielding an in- 
come of over $1,500,000—to his mother, Caro- 
line, daughter of the eleventh Lord Blantyre.

The earldom of Seafield, along with the 
minor. dignities, which include the viscounty

This peer, who had served for a time in 
the royal] navy, had been exceedingly wild, 
and, after leaving both the service and Eng- 
land in consequence of some unpleasant 
scrape, started out to New Zealand, where 
he met with all sorts of hard knocks and 
queer experiences, earning a precarious live- 
hood at odd jobs in the way of fencing,

large family by his wife, who, far from being

and present earl, then a mere boy, to bring 
him home to England and to educate him in 
a manner befitting his position as eleventh 
Earl of Seafield, with the understanding that, 
if he conducted himself well, she would make 
him heir to the entire Seafield estates. 

She intimated that she was ready to send 
out tutors and servants to bring him home 
from the colonies and to make an allowance 
to his mother, on condition that the mother, 
as well as his brother and sisters, would 
break off all relations with him, 


—— 

The young earl’s mother, unlike the ‘‘ Dear- 
est’ of “ Little Lord Fauntleroy,” declined 
to entertain this offer. She was one of the 
leaders of the Salvation Army movement in 
New Zealand and came to the conclusion 
that her son’s religious faith might be im- 
periled if he were brought up by so wordly 
a woman as Caroline, Countess of Seafield. 
So he was educated in New Zealand, one of 
the schools there undertaking to forego any 
demand for remuneration for the sake of 
having his name and his titles on its books. 
“He was only 22 years of age when he 
married\a girl whom he had known from 
childhood and who had sat beside him in 
the day school, the daughter of a New Zea- 
land physician, Dr. Joseph H. Towhend of 
Christ church. 

Not long after this marriage the doctor, 
who was an elderly widower, himself made 
a most sensational match, leading to the 
altar Miss Anne Quayle Moore, the greatest 
heiress in New Zealand, her father, who has 
since died, leaving to her a fortune of some 
$20,000,000. Both she and her husband were 
devoted to the young Earl and Countess of 
Seafield and made them @ handsome allow-~- 
ance. The doctor is now dead, and Mrs. 
Townend, who Is considerably over 60 years 
of age, has already intimated that she in- 
tends to bequeath her entire fortune to the 
young earl.

Lord and Lady Seafield visited England 
for the first time some ten years ago and

EDGEWATER SEWERS. 

Chicago, Oct. 10.+[{To the Friend cof 
the People.J—On Sept. 20 last you for- 
warded to the bureau of sewers a’ com- 
plaint in regard to’the sewers in Foster 
avenue and streets adjacent thereto, 

In answer to your letter this bureau 
stated that they were willing to make an 
investigation. in the district drained by 
the Foster avenue sewer to detarmiue 
the cause of the complaint, provided we 
were specifically informed as to the loca- 
tion of the territory that was flooded by 
back water in times of rain, which flood- 
ing was the cause of the complaint. -This 
answer, printed in THe Tripune, resultel 
in a number of letters being written to 
this bureau giving the information ‘e- 
‘sired. An investigation was _ therefore 


+ made, and the causes of the complaiats 


determined. If you so desire 1 believe it 
advisable to print in your columns this re- 
sult of the investigation, as most of the 
complaints were without signatures or ad- 
dresses. 

I found that the Foster avenue sewer 
from Sheridan road to Evanston avenue 
was apparently doing its full duty and 
never flows full. The top of this sewer, 
however, is but about two feet below 
the street, and to get the proper depih 
for basements many of the buildings 
have been carried down below the top «f 
the sewer and as a result are flooded in 
times of rain. West of Evanston avenue 
the Foster avenue sewer is of insufficient 
capacity, flowing wander pressure in times 
of rain—that is, the water stands in the 
sewer manholes above the sewer arch. 
Many of the basements are below this 
high water level and are, of course, 
flooded. 

The lateral] sewers, the sewers in the 
north and south streets, which discharge 
into the Foster avenue sewer, were built 
as low as possible to allow the construc- 
tion of basements. These laterals in times 
of storm de not find in the Foster avenue 
sewer a proper outlet, as they enter the 
said sewer near its bottom and as a resuit 
are affected by back water from the Fos- 
ter avenue sewer. The basements, or 
nearly all of them, on the north and 
south stmeets are above the tops of the 
street sewers, but the basements are af- 
fected by the back water in a similar way 
as are the street sewers. 

All the sewers.examined were found to 
be clean and in good order, with the ex- 
ception of the sewer in Southport avenue. 
This is rather dirty and will be cleaned. 

There is nothing that the bureau of 
sewers can do to relieve the situation ex- 
cept to advise the property owners to as- 
sist in forwarding the plans which are 
being made by the board of local im- 
provements for the construction of relief 
sewers in Edgewater.

NASSAU, ILL., TOWN OR NOT? 
QUESTION INVOLVED $14,000. 


Shippers Hold It Rail “Point’”—Claim 
Overcharge—Roads Deny Entity~ 
Say Higher Rate “Goes.” 


A question as to the existence or nenex- 
istence of a place called Nassau, IIl., on the 
map occupied the attention of Chief kxam- 
iner Brown of the interstate commerce com- 
mission for an entire day yesterday. The 
question came up at a hearing in the federal] 
| building in order to enable the commission to 
decide whether or not theCrescent Coal and 
Mining company was overcharged $14,000 in 
freight rates on shipments of coal last year. 

Nassau was defined by witnesses to consist 
of the plant of the Mineral Point Zinc com- 
pany and a loading platform 15 feet from the 
corporate limits of Depue, Ill. Ifit exists asa 
“ point’’ within the meaning of railroad 
tariff terminology its freight rate on coal 
from Atherton, Ind., was 75 cents perton. If 
it is not a ‘‘ point’ the rate was the $1.30 a 
ton shown in the railroads’ tariffs as applice- 
ble to Depue, which is fifteen feet nearer the 
mines and requires half a mile less railroad 
haul. 

Upon the amount of coal shipped to the Min- 
eral Potnt company the difference amounts 
to $14,000, and the mining company has peti- 
tioned for an order requiring the railroads to 
refund it. 

The Crescent Coal and Mining company re- 
ceived an order for coal from the zinc com- 
pany and it looked up the freight rate before 
fixing its price for coal. The tariff showed a 
“ local’ rate of $1.30 from Atherton to De- 
pue, but also a “‘ proportional” rate of T5c 
to Depue on business destined to “ points be- 
yond.’"” The company did not know exactly 
where Nassau was, but thought it was clearly 
a ‘‘ point beyond,” and a rate of 55 cents less 
for the longer distance “ looked good.” 

But the railroads charged the tariff rate to 
Depue, and when a claim was presented asserted 
there was no such place as Nassau and that, there- 
fore, the local rate to Depue was the only rate ap- 
plicable. 


NORTHERN RE-ELECTS J. J. HILL. 


Weyerhaeuser Chosen Director Again— 
Officers Expected to Be Renamed 
Today at St. Paus 


St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 12.—James J. Hill, 
Frederick Weyerhaéuser, and Louis W. Hill 
were reélected directors of the Great North- 
ern at the annual stockholders’ meeting to- 
day. It is expected all the officers will be re- 
elected tomorrow. 

The annual report showed that the gross 
operating revenues for the last fiscal year 
were $61,257,632, a decrease of $3,207,786 com- 
pared with a year ago. The operating ex- 
penses were $37,600 391, a decrease of $1,677,- 
704. Revenue from outside operations de- 
creased $34.649. Operating income aggre- 
gated $20,562,461, a decrease of $1,294,519. 

There was paid $14,698,589 in dividends, 
leaving a surplus of $2,818.3837.

:| ANGERS ARBUCKLE 


‘Bi Ig Refiner Declares Tariff Is 
a Wicked Tax on Neces- 
sary of Life. 


PROMISES A HARD FIGHT. 


Says He Will Do Everything 
Possible to Bring About Abo- 
lition of Burden. 


New York, Oct. 12.—Before sailing for 
Europe today John Arbuckle, the sugar re- 
finer and coffee importer, issued a statement 
strongly attacking the tanjff on raw sugar. 

“Tam going abroad,’ he said, “ to rest and 
recuperate in preparation for the fight to be 
in congress at its next session for free sugar. 
I propose to devote all my time, all my abil- 
ity. and all my strength to the abolition of all 
import duties on raw sugar, a wicked tax ona 
food necessity of all our people. It taxes the 
man who works for a wage of §1 a day as 
much as it taxes an Astor, or Mr. Morgan, or 
Mr. Rockefeller, reversing an elemental rule 
of taxation. 


Taking Qandy from Children. 

“For every pound of sugar going into a 
household in’ New York City at 5.25 cents a 
pound the government of the United States 
has exacted 1.685 cents, or almost one-third 
of the total price. It means that every house- 
hold that now buys three and a half pounds 
of sugar cculd for the same money buy five 
and one-quarter pounds if this tax were re- 
moved. 

“If, as some one has said, sugar is the 
comfort of old age and the delight of youth, 
your Uncle Sam is engaged in taking candies 
from children, the height of meanness. The 
duty on raw sugar is 78 per cent of its value. 


Benefits Beet Sugar Makers. 

“ Everywhere the beet sugar manufacturer 
takes ful) advantage of the tariff tax and the 
result is that the people of the United States 
pay the tax to the government on the cane 
sugar and to the beet sugar barons on the 
beet sugar. The saving to the American 
people on the sugar consumed last year if the 
tax were removed would amount to almost 
$150.000,000. 

‘* The beneficiaries of the duty are planters 
of cane in the Haw alian islands, Porto Rico, 
Louisiana, and the Philippines and the manu- 
facturers of domestic beet sugar. We are 
taxed for the benefit of Louisiana and the 
domestic beet sugar producers. The domes- 
tic beet sugar interests need no protection

RAIL COMMISSIONERS BACK 
GOVERNORS’ STAND ON RATES. 


Resolutions Adopted in Support of 
Right of States to Regulate Freight 
Taritfs. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—The Nationa! 
Association of Railway Commissioners .to- 
day adopted resolutions approving the 
cent action of the convention of governors at 
Spring Lake, N. J., in authorizing the pres- 
entation to the Supreme court of the United 
States of a brief supporting the right of 
states to regulate freight rates within their 
borders. 

The resolutions recognized “ the full con- 
stKutional powers of states in the reguiation 
of railroad rates wholly within their bor- 
ders,’’ expressed absolute confidence in the 
Supreme court of the United States. and 
approved the action of the governors in ap- 
pointing a committee to file a brief in cases 
involving intrastate rates so “that those 
cases sO far as the same affect the several 
States may be fully presented to the Su- 
preme court.” 

Additional power to the interstate com-

Slap at Agriculture Department. 

The president elect of the association, B. 
F. Harris. in his speech of acceptance, se 
verely criticised the methods of distributing 
public funds used by the federal government. 
In speaking of the proposed “ scientific agri- 
culture measure” that will be intreduced 


in the next congress the speaker said: 


“The revenue derived from this proposed 
measure must be given direct to the state 
universities and not to the department of 
agriculture, because the latter method 
would allow that department to use it for 
log rolling.” 

The legislative committee instructed to se- 
cure, if possible, legisidtive action for the 
establishment of an independent banking de- 
partment in the state government. A com- 
mittee of five will be named by President 
Harris to work with the State Good Roads 
association in the movement for better high- 
ways throughout Illinois. Harris was in- 
structed to continue the work of the commit- 
tee on agriculture and vocational education. 
Resolutions were adopted empowering the 
committee to urge the adoption of a farm 
demonstration bill before congress and te 
proceed with the work of securing the draft 
of e bill for compulsory agricultural instruc- 
tios, i rural schools of Illinois. 


Private Bankers Yield, 


The private bankers of the state voluntartly 
gave up their rights to a half interest in the 
control of the association and allowed the 
new constitution and bylaws to be adopted 
‘without protest. 
Having outnumbered the organised bank- 
ers in the early days of the state organiza- 
tion, the private bankers had the constitution 
arranged in a manner that provided for the 
alternate contro] of the association, they 
naming the president one year and the or- 
ganized bankers naming him the next. Now 
that the private bankers represent only about 
one-third of the membership equa! division 
of the office was considered unfair, and the 
new constitution, which does away with the 
former arrangement, was drafted. 
The private bankers had threatened to re- 
sist the adoption of the new constitution, but 
are said to have agreed after consultation to 
make no fight against it. When the conven- 
tion met to take up the matter of the consti- 
tution it was passed with en almost unani- 
mous vote.
